TWO HOMES 
RANSACKED 
BY, THIEVES 


Jewelry Stolen From Each Place; 
Believed To Have Been 
Work of Same Gang. 


Police are searching today for 
thieves who early last evening bur- 
glarized two Richmond homes, se- 
curing jewelry valued at several hun- 
dred dollars as loot. 

The first: .case reported was that 
at the home of J. W. Hislop, 153 
Twelfth street. The house was ci- 
tered and ransacked by thieves, who 
secured entrance through cutting a 
window. screen and raising an un- 
fastened sash. According to H. D. 
Farley, who is in charge of the 
‘Hisiop home, owffg to the latter's 
absence, a watch and ring were 
taken. Farley said that the robbery 
must have occurred between 6 and 9 
o’clock in the evening. during the 
time that he was attending a picture 
show.

149 Eleventh street, reported 
his home had been ransacked and 
a ladies watch and rings taken. He 
was unable to furnish police. with 
definite information as to the value 
of the ‘jewelry dast night...
